Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Libretti (US 
5187431). 

As to claim 1, Libretti discloses (fig 1) 

A vertical probe card (fig 1) having vertical probes (6) for use in measurement of 
electric characteristics of the objects (w, not shown) of measurement including 
A main substrate (21) forming conductive patterns, a plurality of probes (6) 
drooping vertically from main substrate (21), and a probe support (10, 3, 1,2) 
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provided at the back side of main substrate (21) for supporting probes (6), 
wherein probe support (10, 3, 1, 2) is disposed parallel to main substrate (21), 
and has an upper guide plate (10) and a lower guide plate (3) for supporting the 
probes (6) by passing the through holes opened in each, and lower guide plate 
(3) is composed of a plurality of substrates (as seen in the figure 1) laminated 
separably.
